WASHINGTON—(United Press)— 


President Coohdge, in a special mes- 
sage transmitting the budget for the 
1926 fiscal year today, called on 
congress to reduce taxes at once. 


He endorsed in fall the Mellon 


program to cut taxes 1323,000.000. 


He opposed the soldier bonus as 


deadly to all hopes of tax relief and 
as not a "proper obligation" to the 
. veterans. 


The time has come, he &dld, to 


share the benefits of governmental 
economies, past and in prospect with 
the people, by reducing the tax bur- 
den. 


Rigorous adherence by congress 


to budget estimates will permit im- 
mediate and continuing relief; enact- 
ment of extraordinary appropriation 
measures not contemplated in the 
budget will defeat relief, Mr. Coo- 
lldge declared. 


For his part, he will guarantee 


that executive departments responsi- 
ble to him will "hew to the line," he 
told congress.

the program which ig presented to 
vou herewith, it will have a highly 
salutary effect in inducing greater 
economies in all other departments 
of public taxation.'" 
TREASURY SURPLUS 


The president th»n referred to the 


$309,000,000 surplus existing in the 


eisury as a result of cautious 


economies during the fiscal year 
inded June 30, last and the sur- 
pluses of slightly larger amounts 
foreseen for the fiscal year 1924 and 
1925 bv the budget bureau. 


"I have in mind," he said, "that 


the taxpayers are the stockholders of 
the business corporations of the 
United States and that if thl« bust- 
ness is showing a surplus of receipts, 
the taxpayers should share therein 
in some material way that will be 
of immediate benefit. 


"Having in mind that the budget 


act contemplates that the chief ex- 
ecutive under the fortunate situa- 
tion in which we now find ourselves, 
shall maka such recommendations as 
In his opinion the public interests 
require, I recommend a revision of 
tar laws along lines which will ef- 


fect a reduction of income taxes by 
taxing earned Incomes more lightly 
than income from business or trom 
investments; but reducing the per 
centaices of the normal tax and by 
reducing the surtax ratea with com 
mencement of tbeir application a 
$10,000 instead o£ $6,000. 
TAX ON TELEGRAMS 


"I also recommend repeal of the 


tax on telegrams, telephones and 
leased wires and, of the tax on ad 
missions and revision of the miscel- 
laneous taxes which are a source of 
inconvenience to taxpayers and diffi- 
cult to collect. 


"On th« other hand, amendments 


which would cause some increase of 
revenue should also be made to ex- 
isting income tax laws relative to 
deductions of capital losses; deduc- 
tions from gross income for inter- 
est paid and non business losses sus- 
tained where income !rom tax ex- 
empt securities is Involved and the 
manner of taxing 
community In- 


comes. 


"These 
changes would reduce 


taxes by more than $300,000,000 
which is safely within probable sur- 
plus. 


It would not take much, however, 


to exhaust this 
margin 
and any- 
prograts cf BSTT expenditure on a 
large scale would make tax reduc- 
tion impossible for years to come, 


"I know of nothing which wUl

WO thousand or more law enforcement officials of the state 


were expected to attend a conference called by Governor 


Donahey at Columbus last Friday. 
Only a few hundred attend- 


ed. 


The chief executive of the state outlined the object of the 


' parley—a discussion of plans for better cooperation and perform- 
! ance in the important matter o^ bringing about more widespread 


obedience of the statutes, particularly the liquor and narcotic 
laws. He deplored the tendency on the part uf the citizenship 
generally to exhibit indifference, lie denounced the persistent, 
anarchist transgressor of the provisions 
of the Eighteenth 


amendment and the statutes enacted to bring about its enforce- 
ment. 


But, strange as it may seem, the governor was given no sup- 


port, no applause, no aid, in his denouncement of those officials 
who have brought the enforcement measure and the very amend- 
ment itself into di&repute m the minds and hearts of many by 
commercialization; by failure to exhibit sanity and decency in en- 
forcement; by unwarranted search and seizure and creating a 
condition of fear and terror among law abiding citizens, the re- 
sult of the acts of over-zealous persons clothed with authority, 
who extort big fees in a criminal manner and participate in a 
"split" of the same, for their own enrichment. 


The conference doubtless resulted in much good. 
Expe- 


riences were compared, methods evolved were passed along for 
adoption by others. There is no question but that the law should 
be enforced, whether one likes it or not. 
The constitution has 


outlawed liquor and narcotics. The general public should under- 
stand that anything less than obedience of law is a 
tendency 


toward breeding anarchy. Our republic is builded on the broad 
plane of justice, freedom and charity, while it is fundamentally 
Insistent that the majority rules. 


There must be a better understanding by the citizenship of 


every community In this respect. Tune, aided by education will 
solve the problem. This country is passing thru a crisis iu law 
enforcement. Terrorism will retard rather than aid.
